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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the reference to Japanese Patent *620 clearly 
suggested the selective roughening of the lands of the signal plane. The applciant argues that the reference did not perfomfi these steps 
for the same reasons as identified by applcaint. howeverthe applicant is advised that the fact that Japanese Patent '620 performed the 
selective roughening for a different purpose does not alter the conclusion that its use in a prior art process would have been prima facie 
obvious from the purposes disclosed in the references. In re Shetty, 195 USPQ 753 In re Lintner,173 USPQ 360, In re Hoch, 166 USPQ 
406, In re Wilder166 USPQ 545. The reference to Japanese Patent '620 suggested that one would have employed the selective 
roughening in order to allow one to provide fine patterning of the metal layer in the circuit assembly as well as to improve the bond of the 
assembly. Applcianfs arguments to the contrary have not been found to be persuasive. 
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
